Sudan grass, when used for pas­ 
turing stock, is not only aa good at 
other pastures, but la equal to a sil­ 
age, grain and alfalfa hay ration, ac­ 
cording to an experiment carried on 
by the Kansas State Agricultural col* 
lege during the past summer. 
Six grade Holstein cows were put 
on four acre.? of Sudan grata. July 
I* »nd were not taken off* until Octo­ 
ber IO. 
The cows used in this ex­ 
periment were taken off of a ration of 
•silage, grain and alfalfa hay, when 
they were placed on the Sudan grass. 
After they were on the pasture they 
were fed only a grain ration of corn, 
bran, and linseed meal in proportion 
to their milk production. These cows 
held up in their milk 
production 
throughout the summer. 
The greatest significance of this 
experiment is Mint Sudan grass will 
supply pasture during the hot Bum­ 
bler months when other pastures fail, 
and that cows on this pasture will 
yield as well as those being fed a reg^ 
ular ration of silage, grain, and alfal­ 
fa hay.

Gasoline Leaks. 
Q. My fuel pipe persistently leaks 
and I cannot stop it. Tightening it 
to the point where it is in danger 
of. breaking does no good. I live far 
away from any repair shop where 
I could have the threads fixed. 
Would it be advisable to use red 
lead or white lead on this joint, as 
they do in gas fitting? 
A. The gasoline would dissolve 
the oil in the lead, or, if set first, 
it would be difficult to take the 
joint apart without damaging it. 
Rub soap in the threads or paint 
them with a heavy coat of shellac 
before assembling. These substances 
are not so readily, affected by gaso­ 
line, and so may do the work to 
your satisfaction.
